ComlnK on the hcela of aucceu ot San 
FranclBco.'tho Big Three's progress at Woah- 
■ Ington on Issues af rectlng Germany Is almost 
' too good to be true. 

Top American. British and French oHlcIals 
agreed without reservation that Gen. Dwlght 
D. Elsenhower should be authorized to create 
a unified European army, Including German 
f forces. ■ 

■ This in essence Is the French plan, but un- 
til now it had been resisted by both Britain 

I i and the United States. When Elsenhower 
himself endorsed the proposal, the latter two 
countries underwent a change of heart. 
I The agreement clears the way for greater 
■( speed In the organization of effective Euro- 
pean defense. How to handle the problem of 
1;, Oermon Tearmament had tontlnuously 
jj" plagued western relations. 
th It should J5Dt be forgotten, howevcr/that 
ill the Qcrmana have minda of their own, 
I Though the Bonn government Is thoroughly 
committed to the west, there has been no 
I enthusiasm for rearmament In Western Oer- 
j many up to now. 

L ThB_chler-reasons_have.been_fear_oM)elnB_ 

trampled in a Russian offensive toward the 
Atlantic, and reluctance to bear arms until 
they have political equality. 

Fully aware of this obstacle, the Big Three 
foreign ministers also acted at Washington 
to remove It by preparing to give Bonn as 
nearly an Independent status ua Is possible 
for a divided nation living under direct Rus- 
sian threat. 

The diplomats will offer the Germans not 
a peace treaty but a "peace contract" which 
will closely resemble tt. Under this arrange- 
|, ment, the allied occupation would be officially 
I ended and western forces would become "de- 
' fense troops" aiding the Qeniians. Bonn 

■ would have a high degree of control over 
German ■affairs, except where seizure by In- 
ternal or external antl-dcmocratlc forces 
threatened. 

The price for this contract would be Ger- 
man participation In the European ilefcnse 
army. 

If this peace contract Is engineered as 

plnnncd._anfl_flccept«uby— Bonn -on-allied- 

\tenns, Germany will be pulled into the west- 
em' orbit almost as completely as Japan. 

Obviously, this la a goal eminently desired 
by the west. By the same token, it Is a condi- 
tion the Soviet union must hope to prevent. 
Russian foreign polity for six years has been 
. pointed toward the winning of Japan and 
Germany. What will Moscow do if both slip Ir- 
Tfltrlevably from communist grasp? 

Oh the answer to that question could hinge 
the Issue of peace or war In the next 12 
months.

AGREEHErO'— The major Truman- Acheson deilro 
aa ihAt Britain and France exert their Influence to 
obtain klmost unanimous PRreement to ilBnlns ot tho 
Japaneiie peace pact, thereby bloeklnR off a Ruulan 
filibuster that would divide the democracies. They 
succeeded, oven persuadlnff the two Asian counlrlea of 
Pakistan and Indonesia to affix their slEnaturcs. 

In return, we sranted London's Insistence on an of- 
femlve -de tensive, military alUanco with Australia end 
New Zealand. Paris demanded and obtained the' 
promise ol United Nations (United States) relnforeo- 
ment of her hard-pressed troops In Indo-Chlna If the 
Chinese communists intervene en masse. 

ACQUEEBCENCE— The U. S. wanted Anitlo-Prench 
acquiescence to the Inclusion ol Greece. Turkey and 
eventually Spain In the North AtlanUo treaty orjan- 
lutlon. British and French oocloUsta, have pretested 
bitterly anolnst any coalition with Franco, threaten- 
Ins the iMUtlcnl security ot both the AttiM and Pleven 
minis triej. 

Tho Scandinavian countries objected Tlgorously, aa 
did Britain and Trance at first, to maklns the two 
Mediterranean nations full memben ot NATO. They 
(eared the new membership would itretch their com' 
mltmenta too far. Invite an early attack ttuisli 
and reduce the amount of arms wo could ship to 
presentjn embers. _Wlth Turkey, the Scandinavians 
would be the first to suffer from a red Invasion. 

OBJECTIVE— On our promise that we shall furnish 
sufficient weapons for the new slsnatories without re- 
ducing present reinforcement of exlstlnn members, 
the British, French and BcandlnavUna have aireed 
to withdraw their objections. 

Our third great obJecUve was to win Foreign Minis- 
ter Bchuman to our prosram for Includlni West Oer- 
unlta In Oeneral Elsenhowefi western European 
army. Schuman ocreed, although he must yet ob- 
tain poiUontent's consent, but only on condlUon that 
we increase the American military complement for 
beyond the ttrenglh originally contemplated. 

BOBSE-TKADINO— The United Stales did not far« 
10 well oa other QUld pro quo deals with Ministers 
Uorrlson and Schuman, eipeclalty the stubborn and 
horse-trading Britisher. These touched Internal poli- 
tics and economics ao Intimately he dared not give 
Unnl pledges. 

Washlncton suggested that London refrain from 
treme disciplinary action against Iran In the oil g_.. 
trovenj for fear It would throw this key country Into 
the arms ot the reds. Morrison could not commit his 
lovciTunent to any deflnlto policy, but he agreed to: 
permit W. Averell Ilarriman. President Truman's emls- 
' try his good offices again. 



GEN. MARSHALL RETIRES 
When a storm of criticism swept Louts 
Johnson out of the Pentagon lost fall, Presi- 
dent Truman-ealled on Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall to come out of retirement to become 
secretory of defense. Putting aside personal 
wishes, the general responded. In his year 
as -top defense official, he helped mold 
America's Korean forces into the finest pro- 
fessional army this country has ever had. 
More than that, he fought gallantly for uni- 
versal military training to assure tho nation a 
permanent pool of expert/tightlng manpowpr. 

Yet. like any other human being, Marshall 
has made mistakes. Ho has hocn Involved In 
the most controversial aspect of U. S. foreign 
policy— the far eastern phase. His postwar 
mission to China has been severely attacked, 
though the record still Is not clear whether 
his decisions there were his own or the ad- 
ministration's. 

In a democracy, no man, however great, 
should bo above criticism. We want no Infal- 
llbles like Stalin and Hitler. There Is no rea- 
son to regret, therefore, the fact that Mar- 
shall has felt the lash of political assault. 

On two widely separated occasions during 
his tenure as defense secretary, however, tho 
general was the object of bitter censure 
which Impugned his patriotism. It Is abun- 
dantly evident from his nearly 50 years of 
devoted public service that Marshall's pat- 
riotism Is far above reproach. Those who 
Questioned It merely degraded themselves 
and contributed to the lowered" 'BiSlItlcal 
morality, of tho tlmts. . 

But all that Is behind the general now. Once 
.again he has turned toward richly merited 
retirement, this time perhaps for good. His 
countryman offer him. at this ending of a 
Jong career, their continuing gratitude for a 
lifetime of national sen-Ico aelflcssly ren- 
dered.

But the; can do ao, they said, only II the United 
States Increases Its own strength there, and also sup- 
plies the weapons, equipment and food for their re- 
Inlorctments.
